In late 
November, draw the soil up against the 
plant in the same manner as you would 
hill up potatoes and in December, when 
the ground is thoroughly frozen, cover 
with leaves, hay, or straw.

HOW TO DETERMINE THE NUMBER OF 
TREES OR PLANTS TO AN ACRE 


Multiply the distance in feet between the 
rows by the distance the trees or plants are 
apart in the row, and the product will give 
the number of square feet that each tree or 
plant will occupy; then divide this number 
into the number of square feet in an acre 
(43,560), and it will give you the number of 
trees or plants to the acre.
